The late Dag Hammarskjold 
had an intense dislike of what he 
called “diplomacy by loudspeak- 
er.” This led him to lean over 
backward in avoiding interviews 
and public statements. Adlai 
Stevenson, who accepted the 
Hammarskjold concept, has pro- 
duced grumbling by some of the 
U.N. press corps because, they 
say, he is not sitting through the 
routine sessions and attending all 
the innumerable receptions and 
cocktail parties given by the more 
than 100 member nations. 


General Agreement 


Yet, there now is general agree- 
ment (some is grudgingly given) 
that Ambassador Stevenson must 
be given major credit for assem- 
bling the support which made it 
necessary for the Soviets to aban- 
don their “troika” plan and per- 
mit election of Burma’s U Thant, 
who is as free to act as was 
Mr. Hammarskjold. (Whether he 
will so act is for the future. He 
is free.) Ambassador Stevenson 
was able to do this by having a 
large number of quiet dinners, 
breakfasts, luncheons and _ per- 
sonal meetings. None found their 
way into the news. 


No thoughtful person, in or 
out of what is called the informa- 
tion media, would quarrel with 
this sort of silent diplomacy. 


There is, however, another side 
to the coin. A growing number 
of elected officials, in cities, 
counties, states and in Washing- 
ton, seem to believe that public 
records and public business are 
their personal property. This can- 
not be permited. The public un- 
dertands, and properly suspects, 
any public official who refuses 
to reveal public records. To be 
able to conceal them permits cor- 
ruption unlimited. It also hides 
inefficiency, waste and other 
abuses of public money. The 
public’s business is news. 


Thomas Jefferson, who had his 
own troubles with the newspapers 
of his time, nonetheless said that 
informed people were the best 
guardians of their liberties. He 
also said, despite his dislike of 
much of the press that if he had to 
choose between living in a coun- 
try with government and no news- 
papers, or in one with newspa- 
pers but no government, he would 
choose the latter. 


Valid Evaluation 


His evaluation of the necessity 
for an informed people, and for 
newspapers which are aggres- 
sively vigilant and diligent in the 
public interest, is still valid. 


But, all who deal in informa- 
tion, whether by newspaper, tele- 
vision or radio, have a stake in 
responsibility. There is a tend- 
ency to run to box-score-type re- 
porting. One day the East Ger- 
man police win the battle of the 
water hoses. The next day the 
West German police are victors. 
Today the United States wins the 
war of identity cards. Tomorrow 
the Soviets will be first. There 
is a growing belief that news 
by headline is not reliable.

Can’t Stop Closing 


Of Mill, Court Rules

Federal Judge Frank Hooper refused Friday to grant an in- 


junction sought here by the National Labor Relations Board to stop 


the liquidation of the Peerless Woolen Mill in Rossville. 


A copy of the order sent to 
be filed in U.S. District Court in 
Rome, said: “To grant the in- 
junction prayed for would .. . 
not only be without legal prece- 
dent, but futile.” 


‘* . . The controlling principle 
of law in this case is this, that 
management has the right to 
liquidate and go out of business 
without the necessity of bargain- 
ing with its employes concerning 
its liquidation,’”’ the order stated. 


The NLRB had sought an in- 
junction to stop liquidation of the 
mill, which is scheduled to close 
Dec. 31, until its management 
bargains with the union. The 
AFL-CIO Allied Industrial Work- 
ers Union, which was certified 
to bargain for the mill’s employes 
on Aug. 10, had charged that the 
mill was being closed simply be- 
cause it had been unionized. 


Judge Hooper’s decision said, 
‘It cannot be said from the record 
that the decision by the defendant 
to close the Rossville plant was 
not influenced at least in part by 
defendant’s necessity to recognize 
the Union. It is undisputed, how- 
ever, that the plant was losing 
considerable sums of money.” 


It then states that losses for 


the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 
1960, were over $3 million and 
for the same period ending Sept.

At the death of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn Thursday Hayden, as 
president pro tempore of the 
Senate, became second in line, 
after Vice President Lyndon John- 
son, to succeed to a vacancy in 
the presidency. 


Johnson flew here late Friday 
afternoon and was toastmaster at 
the dinner honoring Sen. Hayden. 


Kennedy, in a_ speech before 
1,200 Arizonans who paid $100 a 
plate to honor Sen. Hayden, said 
his administration had “reversed 
the policy of ‘no new starts on

Of the Office of Lieutenant Governor 


The lieutenant governor's office ought 
to be abolished and we're glad to see leg- 
islators of the rank of Herschel] Lovett 
and Frank Twitty proposing it. 

Rep. Lovett says he will introduce 
legislation to do away with the job at 
the coming session of the General Assem- 
bly. Rep. Twitty says he'll support Lov- 
ett. Other legislators say they will help. 
We hope all of them will. 

This 15-year experiment is a flop. 

Until 1946 Georgia didn’t have a 
lieutenant governor. Since then it has had 
one. But it hasn’t needed one. 

Sole duties of this office, as invented 
in the 1945 state Constitution, were two: 
to preside over the Senate, and to become 
governor should the governor die, resign 
or become disabled. 

Nothing else. 

The Senate can elect itself a president. 
'. And the people can elect themselves a 
mew governor if anything should happen 
io the man in office.

So why keep electing. lieutenant gov- 
ernors, and bearing their expenses, when 
they aren't needed, and just sit around 
with nothing to do? 

An idle mind is the devil's workshop, 
and so lieutenant governors of Georgia 
have developed a tendency to occupy 
themselves by running for governor. This 
they do with the taxpayer financing their 
ambitions. 

Georgia doesn’t need any more of 
them. 

If the legislature will vote in January 
to amend this job out of existence, we're 
sure the people will vote next November 
to ratify that decision and cleanse the 
Constitution of any authorization for it. 

“This means we still would have to 
elect one more lieutenant governor next 
November. But we hope the man elected 
will run on a platform of abolishing his 
own job. This is not an easy thing for a 
politician to do, and so all of the candi- 
dates will need the people’s enthusiastic 
encouragement.

Atlanta’s Police Force 


Deserves Its Reputation 


Occasional incidents involving police 
brutality occur in Atlanta, and they re- 
quire correction. But this city has, by and 
large, one of the finest police forces in the 
nation. And it is pleasant to hear it from 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission. 


“The conduct of Atlanta policemen in 
dealing with tense racial situations... 
has received praise of white and Negro 
citizens alike,” the commission said. It 
noted some other Southern cities are not 
so well served by their police. 


The commission added what we all 
know to be true: “There are American 
citizens in the Deep South who live in 
fear, partly because they do not know if 
local policemen will help them or the mob 
when violence strikes.” 

True fear and danger exist in such an 
atmosphere as that. 


But Atlanta won’t have it. 


The officers and men of the Atlanta 
department know that no man is safe in a 
city unless all men are protected. Per- 
sonal attitudes of Atlanta’s policemen to- 
ward disputes do not deter them from 
professional dedication to their duty. 


That is, when they drew each other aside, the 
air buzzed with talk about the evils of labor 
unions, government bureaucracy, national debt 
and so on. It wouldn't have passed for Com- 
munist small-talk.

In healthier developments, the Roman Catholic bishops of the 
United States have received a report from their social action de- 
partment sharply criticizing current wildeyed extremism about anti-

The report said extremist movements are diverting domestic 
attention from the critical Communist dangers abroad, and are “aid- 
ing the Communist cause by dividing and confusing Americans.” 

It noted J. Edgar Hoover likewise has warned that inept vigi- 
lante actions risk lending impetus to communism, which is the 


opposite of resisting communism.

Georgia Baptists, meanwhile, were warned by Dr. Foy D. Valen- 
tine, executive secretary of the Christian Life Commission, to be 
“reasonably sure of your facts’ before making allegations. ‘‘In the 
long run, it is not going to be the most vocal anti-Communist who 
contributes most to the defeat of this false religion,” he said. 

“It is rather going to be the Christian who proves in his own 
deep commitment to Jesus Christ that Christianity is a way of life 
superior to the dialectical materialism of Karl Marx.” 

Attorney General Robert Kennedy, meanwhile, added his belief 
that the John Birchers have hurt the fight against communism. 

Such a group simply confuses those who want to fight Commu- 


nists, he said. 


At the same time Mr. Kennedy disclosed what he is doing about 
communism, while the extremists simply talk about it. 

If the U.S. Communist Party does not obey a court order to reg- 
ister with the Justice Department this month, the Attorney General 
declared he will put the party’s leaders in jail.

Common Market 


Is New Power 


It now seems certain that the administration 
will go to Congress in the coming session to ask 
for new powers to negotiate about tariffs and 


trade arrangements with the European Common Market. This is a 
bold decision. It was taken because of a feeling in the highest coun- 
cils of government that a beginning cannot be put off. 


The decision to move forward 
nov’ rather than in 1963 is risky, 
not only because 1962 is an elec- 
tion year. An even greater diffi- 
culty is that Congress and the 
country will not have before them 
as a going concern the new Com- 
mon Market. 

A mighty effort of public edu- 
cation is going to be needed to 
make the country realize how 
revolutionary the change is going 
to be. The enlarged Common 
Market will be the biggest trad- 
ing area in the world. It will soon 
have free trade within it and a 
common tariff against us and all 
the other nations around it. 

In the new Common Market we 
shall be facing a formidable com- 
petitor with a faster rate of 
growth and a highly efficient ca- 
pacity to export. We shall be fac- 
ing not only a competition which 
is formidable but the likelihood of 
deep difficulties in our balance 
of payments. 

We shall find that we must re- 
appraise assumptions which this 
generation of Americans have be- 
come used to taking for granted. 
Primarily, there is the assumption 
that in our relations with Europe 
we are the givers and théy~are 
the receivers, that it depends on 
us, therefore, how much or how 
little we shall participate in the 
affairs of Europe. This assump- 
tion is ceasing to be valid. 

The Common Market is not 
merely a profitable economic ar- 
rangement. It is also the sub- 
stance of a political union which 
is being forged into a new great

power in the world. The inner 
motive and resolve of the leaders 
of the Common Market is to make 
Europe again a great center of 
power and influence around the 
globe. 

That is why when Britain de- 
cided to apply for membership, 
the crucial question was not how 
to safeguard the economic in- 
terests of the Commonwealth. The 
crucial question has been whether 
Great Britain was renouncing its 
political separation from the Con- 
tinent. 

After the British have settled 
their relationship, it will be our 
turn to negotiate over our trade 
relations with the enlarged Com- 
mon Market. Our intention to be 
part of a broader liberal trade 
area, announced in the very con- 
vincing form of the President’s 
coming legislative proposals to 
the Congress, may have helped 
the smaller European powers and 
the Commonwealth countries to 
reach an accommodation with the 
Common Market. Our influence, 
too, will protect the interests of 
Latin America and Japan. 

Despite this beneficent influ- 
ence we may not find Europe 
over-eager to strike a bargain 
with us. We shall then have to 
argue that generalized free trade 
throughout the Atlantic Commu- 
nity need not impair the closer 
political union of Europe, and also 
that an open trading community 
is the foundation of closer eco- 
homic and political cooperation 
within the Atlantic Community.

Politics Cruel, 
Nixon Could Say 


SEATTLE—Politics is a cruel business, full 
of both glory and sorrow, as in the life and death

He declared that presidential 
press secretary Pierre Salinger 
censors information and is “the 
thinking man’s filter’. in Wash- 
ington. 


On foreign policy, Miller said 
West Berlin has lost its meaning 
because the Allies have allowed 
the Communists to wall off East 
Berlin—‘‘a wall we should have 
kicked down brick by brick as 
they were building it up.” 


W. A. (Wirt) Yerger Jr., 31- 
year-old Jackson, Miss., insurance 
agent, was elected chairman of 
the Southern Association of Re- 
publican State Chairmen. He 
joined the call for conservative 
candidates. 


“The most significant event 
toward the growth of the Repub- 
lican Party in the South was 
the election of John F. Kennedy. 
It has given the people a good, 
clear look at where the differ- 
ence lies in the two parties’ for- 
eign and domestic policies,’’ Yer- 
ger said. 


OVERFLOW CROWD 


Some 130 Southern Republicans 
registered for the meeting, and 
an overflow crowd turned out to 
hear the opening session. Negroes 
were seated in the audience along 
with white persons. 


Some 50 Negroes were seated 
without incident in the crowd 
of about 670 who attended the 
$25-a-plate dinner Friday night. 


At that meeting, Miller told the 


Republicans: 


“We need no new policies. We 
need no new posture. Our prin- 
ciples were not repudiated by the 
American people ‘in recent elec- 
tions). Indeed, they were en- 
dorsed by half the electorate. All 
we need is new muscle. We need 
new strength in the large cities.”’ 


All during the Friday sessions, 
there was stress on the point that 
the South is conservative and 
that the Republican party must 
be fixed in Southern minds ‘“‘as 
the only conservative party.” 


“Resignation rallies’’ in Texas 
in recent months has brought the 
Democratic conservatives into the 
Republican Party, said Texas 
Chairman Tad Smith. 


“If the Republican Party is 
clearly identified as the only 
conservative party, the Republi- 
cans will win,” said Smith, point- 
ing to the upset victory of Sen. 
John Tower earlier this year. 


North Carolina GOP Chairman 
and State Sen. Bill Cobb said the 
Republicans have been failing in 
the South simply because they 
have not found candidates. 


Republicans in the North Caro- 
lina Géneral Assembly jumped 
from five to 17 in one election 
because full slates of candidates 
were offered, Cobb insisted. 


The answer to the problem of 
finding good candidates is to 
utilize persons developed by the 
Young Republican Club, National

Leonard Nadasdy advised.
